OPEKA (Kan.) Feb. 2,—Presi- 
dent Wilson today asserted the 
right of Americans to travel 


abroad and their right to send food, 


cotton and manufactured products to 
peaceful populations “in neutral mar- 
kets” and wherever the conditions of 
War make it possible to do so under 
the ordinary -rules of international 
law. 

“It may be necessary to use the 
force of the United States to vindicate 
the rights of American citizens to en- 
joy the protection of international 
law,” he declared emphatically in a 
speech before 4000 persons here He 
urged the support of the people of 
Kansas in preparing that force for 
use, if necessary. 

When the President arrived in To- 
peka the applause which greeted him 
was scattering. In introducing him, 
Gov. Arthur Capper said frankly he 
thought many persons in Kansas op- 
posed great armaments. During his 
speech the President declared that if 
Kansas were opposed to preparation 
for national defense, it was because 
some one had misrepresented the ad- 
ministration’s policy, and the audience 
Jumped to its feet to cheer. 

A ROAR OF FAREWELL. 

When he left Topeka thousands 
roared a friendly farewell. 

“There is nothing you would be 
quicker to blame me for than for 
neglecting to safeguard the rights of 
Americans, no matter where they 
might be in the world,” the President 
said. “There are clearly marked 
rights guaranteed by international law 
which every American is entitled to 
enjoy, and America is not going to 
abide the habitual or continued neg- 
lect of those rights. 

“Perhaps not being as near the 
ports as some other Americans, you 
do not travel as much and do not 
realize the infinite number of legiti- 
mate erran upon which Americans 
travel; e ds of commerce, errands 
of relief, errands of business for the 
government, errands of every sort 
which are making Americans useful 
to the world. Americans do not travel 


to disturb the world. They travel to 


quicken the processes of the inter- 

change of life and of goods in the 

world, and their travel here and there 

ought not to be impeded by a reck- 

— disregard of international obliga- 
ons. 

“There is another thing we ought 
to safeguard, and that is our right 
to sell wnat we produce in the open 
neutral markets of.the world. Where 
there is a blockade we recognize the 
blockade; where there are the ordi- 
nary restraints created by a state of 
war we ought to recognize those re- 
straints, but the world needs the

neutrality board, which advises the 
State Department on such questions, 
announced today that the ship was a 
prize, but the announcement was re- 


jealled later, presumably because the 


State Department itself had not acted. 

The real point to be decided is 
whether the Appam shall remain in 
possession of the prize crew under the 
terms of the Prussian-American treaty 
or be returned to her British owners 
under The Hague convention. Indi- 
cations were given that the State De- 
partment wil hold that the prize be- 
longs to Germany. 

Count von Bernstorff, the German 

Ambassador, in a formal note to Sec- 
retary Lansing, gave notice that the 
Appam came into Hampton Roads un- 
der the treaty which guarantees her 
to her captors. Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, 
the British Ambassador, asked that 
the ship be returned to her British 
owners as a prize recovered under The 
Hague convention. 
The Hague convention under article 
21 provides for the internment of the 
crew and the surrender of the ship, 
but State partment officials are 
doubtful whether it can be applied 
to the case of the Appam, first be- 
cause the Prussian-American treaty is 
believed to be binding, and second, 
because Great Britain signed but 
never ratified this particular Hague 
convention. 

Until the status of the ship is de- 
cided, she will remain in the custody 
of Norfolk customs authorities, and if 
turned over to Germauy may be kept 
in port or sent to sea ad the German 
government chooses. 

It was ded as significant that 
neither the British nor the German 
authorities contended that the Appam 


was a naval auxiliary. Thus the United

States is relieved from  decidi 
question which officials feared would 
become one of the most troublesome 
complexities of the war. As both gov- 
ernments concede she is a prize, noth- 
ing remains to be decided as to her 
disposition. 

The State Department today re- 
quested the customs authorities to 
land all passengers and non-combat- 
ants. Their case now goes tv the im- 
migration authorities. Foreign con- 
suls will care for their own nationals 
who are indigent. Those who can af- 
ford to do so are free to go on to 
Europe. Those who wish to' remain in 
the United States must comply with 
the immigration regulations. Any 
Germans who elect to return to Ger- 
many and cannot find ways to do so 
probably will have to be cared for by 
the government at some immigration 
station, 

Count von Bernstorff's communica- 
tion to Secretary Lansing was based 
on information in a telegram from 
Lieut. Berg, commander of the Ap- 
pam. It was stated also in the tele- 
gram that the Appam had resisted 
before being captured and that she 
has aboard a “military transport” of 
enemy subjects. It was believed here 
that Lieut. Berg referred to gun 
pointers removed from British ships 
destroyed by the captor of the Ap-

Embassy that the question of whether 
the United States should be asked to 
intern the “military transport’ until 
the end of the war was being consid- 
ered. It was also sald that Count von 
Bernstorff had advised his government 
of the circumstances surrounding the 
arrival of the Appam and was await- 
ing complete instructions before pro- 
ceeding further. 

FROM THE TREATY. 


The original Prussian treaty of 
1799 provided: 

“The vessels of war, public and 
private, of both parties, shall carry 
freely wheresoever they please the 
vessels and effects taken from their 
enemies without being obliged to pay 
any duties, charges or fees to officers 
of Aamiralty, of the customs or any 
others; nor shall such prizes be ar- 
rested, searched or put under legal 
process when they come to and enter 
the ports of the other party, but may 
freely be carried out again at any 
time by their captors to the places 
expressed in their commissions which 
the commanding officer of such vessel 
shall be obliged to show. 

‘Rut, conformably to the treaties 
existing between the United States and 
Great Britain, no vessel that shall 
have made a prize upon British sub- 
jects shall have a right to shelter in 
the ports of the United States, but if 
forced therein by tempest or any other. 
danger or accident of the sea, they 
shall be obliged te depart as soon as 
possible.” 

This latter provision would have 
compelled the departure of the Ap- 
pam to the almost certain fate of 
British cruisers off the capes, but the 
treaty expired by limitation in 1810.

collected during the last two days. The 
damage was estimated at $75,000 by 
architects who inspected the: building 
after the accident. 

Whether any life was lost when 
the great mass of steel, terra cotta 
and copper fell 120 feet to the floor 
of the main auditorium has not been 
determined. As far as known no o@8e 
was in the cathedral at the time. 

Architects who examined the bufld- 
ing after the collapse of the dome 
said the damage, except for broke 
windows due to concussion, wag eos - 
fined to the space within the four 
main pillars supporting the arches. 
These pillars, the arches and the main 
walls, were not damaged, they said, 
but the curtain walls were cracked 
and thrown out of plumb. The collapse 
of the dome was caused by the fan 
ure of one of the four 80-foot steel 
trusses supporting the root over the 
cross of the arches, the architects said. 

The brass and onyx pulpit was de- 
stroyed, but the main altar and the 
$25,000 pipe organ were not damaged, 

The dome, octagonal in shape, was 
forty-four teet in diameter. 

The roof of the West Seattle Chris- 
tian Church also collapsed. The bulld- 
ing, a frame structure, was complete 
ly wrecked, with a loss of $2000. 

A man shoveling snow from the roof 
of a six-story building in the downe 
town district was killed when he lost 
hie footing and fell to the ground 
early tonight. 

After nve weeks of almost unite 
terrupted stormy weather Western 
Washington tonight is without train 
service to the East, with uncertais 
prospect of restoration of mail, freight 
and passenger service.

Without an adequate force of mo- 
bile troops, the forts to be construct+- 
ed at San Pedro would be more a das- 
ger than a protection. The principal 
reason why a post was not established 
in Los Angeles a long time ago was 
the opposition of — 
jealously hugging obsolete posts 
what sed to be the Indian Croatian. 
They knew if a new post is established 
one of these old posts will have to Be 
given up. 

In discussing his bill Mr. Stephens 
said today that publicity will help this 
project more than anything else. He 
suggested that the Chamber of Com- 
merce should get out a postal card 
showing in a striking way the military 
conditions of Los Angeles and shower 
the United States, particularily Cote 
gress with them.

Thie arrangement was reached on 
orders from Washington after a con- 
ference between representatives of the 
German and British governments on 
the Old — wharf, with the Nor- 
folk collector of customs, Norman R.

The captured liner, at anchor in 
Hampton Roads off Fortress Monroe 
since she put into the Virginia capes 
Tuesday morning, will move to New- 
port News tomorrow to disembark her 
passengers. With the others will land

fean of Nevada, the only citizen of 
the United States aboard. Tagliaferri. 
who, although carrying his citizenship 
papers, had not made his identity 
known, was discovered today by the 
immigration officers. 

BERGE IN CONTROL

PASSENGERS QUESTIONED. 

A passenger who spoke as the rep- 
resentative of these twelve men asked 
Collector Hamilton whether they 
would have the protection of the 
United States government while the 
ship was within American territorial 
Waters, Lieut. Berge spoke to the 
passenger using the term “American 
protection,” reminding him that he 
was aboard a ship flying the German 
flag, which was equivalent to being on 
erman soil. The collector inter- 
ceded for the passenger. 

“You have sought asylum in a port 
of the United States,” said Mr. Ham- 
Uton, addressing Lieut. Berge. “While 
you are in these waters you will be 
afforded protection and all the others 
will be given similar protection.” The 
passengers expressed their approval 
by applause. Very well,” returned 
Lieut. Berge. Mr. Hamilton explained 
that his instructions had been to re- 
lease everybody aboard except mem- 
bers of the prize crew, but since Lieut. 
Berge had raised the point that the 
members of the Appam's crew should 
be detained because they had resisted 
capture, and also the twelve alleged 
military members, they would be kept 
aboard until the State Department had 
passed on this question.

All of the captured British 
skippers agree, however, that the 
raider is a converted merchantman of 
about 5000 tons, named Ponga, prob- 
ably completed a few months ago, 
mounting six masked guns of nearly 
six-inch caliber and Waving two tor- 
pedo tubes. The Englishmen believe 
she was fitted out recently as a com- 
merce destroyer and slipped out to the 
high seas from the German naval base 
at the Kiel Canal shortly before she 
began her career off the coast of Af- 
rica by capturing the steamer Far- 
ringford on January 11. 

Capt. David Barton of the steam- 
ship Corbridge, the second prize taken 
by the raider, was a prisoner aboard 
her before he wa stransferred with 
his crew to the Appam. He says the 
raider is a brand new ship built for 
fruit trade with her decks 
strengthened to carry a battery that

BARTON'S DESCRIPTION. 


“Some of her plates inside had not 
even been painted when I saw her,” 
Capt. Barton said. “She is a fast 
boat with a singie funnel and has her 
hold fitted for carrying fruit. Her 
guns, six of them, probably are. five 
and seven-tenths inches bore. Four 
of them are mounted forward, masked 
by a collapsible steel forecastie, which 
falls away when the ship gets within 
range of her prey. Two others are 
mounted aft, one of them on the 
Poop and both so placed that they are 
not readily observed. 

Although 1 was 
deck during most of my stay on board, 
I managed to make a rather complete 
inspection. On a plate the name

“As a Filipino, how does the prob- 
lem strike you?” 

“As a Filipino, I think the United 
States should do one of two things. 
This government should either give us 
our freedom at once or tell us frank- 
ly — they don't intend to free us 
at all. 

“As it is now, we are in a terrible 

tion. We will not only suffer the 
Pangs and wounds of war in case of 
domestic difficulties, but we will be 
the first ones to suffer in the event 
that the United States gets into a 
war with any power in the world. 
Suppose, for instance, that after this 
great European war, your country got 
into a war with Germany over some 
violation of the Monroe doctrine in 
South America: Do you suppose it 
would be your shores that would be 
invaded? No, indeed, it would be our 
shores. The Philippines are the most 
vulnerable point of the possessions of 
the United States. No matter where 
or why you got into the war, we 
would be the ones to suffer., 

FREEDOM OR PROTECTION. 

“We would like to have our free- 
dom, of course. But if we can't have 
our freedom, we would like to have 
some real military protection. We 
think it is up to the United States 
to protect us with a real military 
force.” 

“But suppose,” was asked, “that 
you gained your freedom and you had 
anelection. Charges of fraudulent vot- 
ing were made. One side tries to 
use the Philippine army to seize the 
ballot boxes alleged to have been 
tampered with. The other side re- 
sists with arms. Half the army flops 
to the other side. There is fighting. 
Some German citizen, with the luck 
of the innocent bystander, gets killed.

HOPE FOR LOWER TAX.

THE TIMES, Feb. 2.—H. 8. 
Welch, representing the Cali- 

fornia wine men, had a conference this 
morning with the treasury officials re- 
garding the proposed bill for the re- 
lief of the wine interests. It is recog- 
nized here that the whole question is 
up to the Secretary of the Treasury to 
decide. The Kent bill will stand or 
fall by the decision of the department. 
The present law imposes a tax of 


8 cents a gallon on dry wines and 55 
cents a gallon on brandy used as for- 
tification. Kent's bill fixes the tax at 
2 cents a gallon on wines containing 
more than 13 per cent. alcohol. Wines 
containing up to 21 per cent. alcohol 
to be taxed 6 cents a gallon. Wines 
up to 24 per cent. alcoho] are taxed 
15 cents a gallon. Over that, wines 
are taxed as distilled spirits. 

Whereas the present law “yields 
$200,000 a year and works a great 
hardship on the small wine men, the 
new law will yield about $2,000,000 


and equalize the burden.

THE HAGUE (Netherlands) Feb. 
2 (via London.) — An official of the 
Belgian government who escaped from 
Brussels and arrived at The Hague 
today, gave an explanation ot the cir- 
cumstances under which the city of 
Brussels was fined 600,000 marks last 
month by Gen. Von Bissing, Governor- 
Genera] of Belgium. He denied the 
correctness of the first report to the 
effect that the fine was levied on ac- 
count of the fact that Cels Derode 
was slain by shots from an unlicensed 
revolver, The offense charged, he said, 
was violation of German jurisdiction 
by a Belgian coroner's court, which 
received Berode’s papers, examined 
them and received the police report be- 
fore the German authorities had op- 


portunity to take charge of the case. 
Derode was the spy whose testi- 
mony convicted Miss Edith Cavell, the 
English nurse executed ay Brussels. 
Gen. Von Biasing, the Belgian of- 
ficial said, held that Derode was in the 


the body took -posseasion of 
papers, which included passports per- 
mitting Derode to visit 
passes through the German lines and 
receipts showing payments to him by 
the German authorities for services 
rendered. These papers were turned 
over to the regular coroner's court at 
Brussels, and the fine was imposed be- 
cause this court declined to turn over 
the evidence to a German tribunal.

F., was abandoned in a sinking con- 
dition after her crew was transferred 
safely to the Silver Shell, according 
to a wireless message received here 
tonight from Capt. Moses of the 
wrecked vessel, 

Officials of the Anchor line, repre- 
senting the owners of the Japanese 
vessel, who received the message from 
Capt. Moses, announced that their 
steamer California, which left here 
Monday for Glasgow, had been di- 
rected by wireless to overtake the Sil- 
ver Shell and stand by in cage of 


emergency. 
The Silver Shell, although in no 
immediate danger, also was damaged, 


to Capt. Moses, was 
proceeding to the English channel. 
The British tramp steamer Armonia, 
which sailed from New York for 
Bordeaux on January 28 is standing 
by the Silver Shell.

“America is a composite nation. 
You do not realize it quite so much 
in Kansas as it is realized in some 
other parts of the union. 80 over- 
whelming a portion of your popula- 
tion is native born that you natural- 
ly feel your first consciousness to be 
of America and things American, but 
I imagine those communities, and 
there are many, which contain very 
large bodies of men whose birthplace, 
whose memories, whose family con- 
nections are on the other side of the 
sea, in places now swept by the flame 
of war; men for whom every mail 
brings news of some disaster that it 
may be has touched those whom they 
love or has swept the face of some 
countryside which they remember in 
association with the days of their 
youth. You cannot wonder, I do not 
wonder that their affections are stirred 
and old memories awakened and old 
passions rekindled. 

“The majority of them are 
Americans, nevertheless. For, look 
what happened to them, my fellow- 
citizens. You and I were born in 
America; they chose to be Americans. 
They deliberately came to America, 
beckoned hitherto from some of the 
fastest promises and prospects ever 
offered to mankind. They were told 
that this was a land of liberty and 
of opportunity, as it is, and the ma- 
jority of them have the passion of 
American liberty in their hearts just 
as much as you and I have. I do not 
want any American to misunderstand 

rea] situation and I believe that 
to be the real situation. | 
Some men of foreign birth have 
tried to stir up trouble in America, 
but, gentlemen, some men of Ameri- 
can birth have tried to stir up trouble 
in America, too. If you were to listen 
to the counsels that are dinned into 
my ears in the executive office in 
Washington you would find that some 
of the most intemperate.of them came 


generations together been identified 
with America. 

“So that the situation for us is this: 
There is no country in the world, I 
suppose, whose heart is more open to 
generous emotions than this dear 
country which we love.

Moreover, hav- 
ing been addicted to books, I hap- 
pened to have read the history of 
Kansas and if there is any other place 
In the world fuller of fight than 
Kansas would like to hear 
of it; any other place fuller 
of fight in the right tines. Kan- 
sas is not looking for troubit, but 
Kansas has made trouble for every~ 
body that interfered with her liber- 
tles or her rights: and if I were to 
pick out one place which was likely 
to wince first and get hot firat about 
invasion of the essential principles of 
American liberty, I certainly would 
look to Kansas among the first places 
in the country. If Kansas is opposed 
or has been opposed to the policy of

And over and above that we 
have proposed this, that a sufficient 
number of men out of the ranks of 
the civil pursuits of the country 
should be trained in the use and the 
keeping of arms, in the sanitation of 
campa, in the maneuvers of the field 
and in military organization: to be 
ready and pledged to be ready if the 
call should come, upon act of Con- 
gress, to unite their force with the 
little force of the army itself and 
make a great multitude of armed men 
ready to vindicate the ‘rights of 
America. 

“Is there anything Inconsistent with 
the traditions of Kansas or with the 
true traditions of America in a pro- 
posal like that? The very essence of 
American tradition is contained in the 
proposal. Every constitution of every 
State in the Union forbids the State 
Legislature to abridge the right of its 
citizens to carry arms. At the very 
outset the makers of our very insti- 
tutions realized that the force of the 
nation must dwell in the homes of 
the nation. I do not mean the moral 
forces merely; I mean the physical 
force. They realized that every man 
must be allowed, not only to have a 
vote, but, if he wanted to, to have a 
gun, so that when the voices of peace 
did not suffice the voices of force’ 
would prevail; knowing that great 
bodies of men do not use force to 
usurp their own liberties. ö

“What we are asking is this, 
the nation supply arms for those of 
the nation who are ready, if occasion 
should arise, to come to the national 
defense, and that it should do this 
without withdrawing them from their 
pursuits of industry and peace, in or- 
der that America should khow that 
in the foundations from which she 
always draws her strength there 
welled up the inexhaustible resources 
of American manhood.

Yes, we have a National 
Guard, but there are only 129,000 en- 
listed men in the United States and 
they are divided into as many units 
as there are States. And the Consti- 
tution of the United States puts them 
under the direct command and con- 
trol of the Governors of the States, not 
of the President of the United States. 
The national authority has no right to 
call upon them for any service outside 
their States unless the territory ot the 
nation is actually invaded. I want to 
see Congress do everything it can to 
enhance the dignity and the force and 
to assist in the development of the

of Partys Candidates. 


To be Most Powerful Political 
Unit in Local History. 

Two hundred representative Repub- 

licans gathered last night at the Alex- 


andria Hotel and took preliminary 
steps toward the permanent organ- 


ization of a political body whose 
members will include every Repub- 
lican man and woman in Los Angeles 
city and county. The purpose of the 


club, which is to be officially known 
as the Republican Club of Los Angeles 
County, is to promote the welfare of 
the Republican party and to aid in 
the selection, nomination and election 
of candidates who will be true repre- 
sentatives of the party, thereby insur- 
ing efficiency and economy in the ad- 
ministration of the State and national 
government. 

Under the auspices of the organiza- 
tion Republican clubs will be formed 
in each of the fifteen Assembly dis- 
tricts, to be known, collectively, as the 
Federated Assembly District Repub- 
lican Clubs of Los Angeles County. 

TO INDORSE CANDIDATES. 

The constitution, which was unani- 
mously adopted, provides for a con- 
ference to he held on the third Tues- 
day of next May for the purpose of 
selecting, indorsing and recommending 
to the members of the Republican 
party candidates for the Republican 
nomination to those offices to be filled 
at the ensuing general election, the 
nominations for which are to be made 
at the ensuing primary election. This 


conference will consist of 1190 dele- 
| gates, one from each precinct in the 


county. These representatives will be 
chosen by the district clubs. 

Among several committees to he 
appointed is the Campaign Commit- 
tee, which is to be comprised of 500

12 Southern California will re- 
main the motoring Mecca of 
America, that our highways are 
not seriously damaged, and that all 
repairs will be completed within four- 
teen days is the official statement Is- 
sued yesterday by the Automobile 
Club of Southern California. 

Roads have been closed, says the 
report, because bridges, their ap- 
proaches, and culverts have been 
washed out, and not because the high- 
ways themselves were damaged by 
the recent storms. 

From every county in the southern 
part of the State, and from the State 
Highway Commission, the club has 
secured reports which show that esti- 
mates of road damage have been 
greatly exaggerated throughout the 
East and North. 

There have been so many queries 
from eastern clubs and touring bu- 
reaus as to whether motorists should 
make any attempt at all to come out 
here, that the Automobile Club offi- 
clals plan to spread authentic bulle- 


tins across the continent. 


According to some of the telegrams 


from the East, there ts a general er- 
roneous — throughout the 
country that Southern California’s 
great good roads system is seriously 
hurt and that motorists had best tour 
elsewhere this spring and summer. 

This was first refuted yesterday in 
Los Angeles county. Damage done 
here to the county highway system 
was practically nil, with the exception 
of two bridges, nelther of which were 
modern structures, stated Highway 
Commissioner Joyner. Travel can 
now be resumed, he said, over the 
entire Los Angeles county road sys- 
tem with the exception of these two 
roads, and in each of these instances 
paved highways connect all commu- 
nities reached over these routes.

BRAVE THE SANTA ANA. 


ORDING the flooded Santa Ana 
River yesterday with the water 
above the running-boards, guided 

by men waist deep in water and run- 
ning the risk at every moment of be- 
ing caught in the swirling torrent or 
dropping into a bed of quicksand, The 
Times delivery car was the first ma- 
chine to negotiate the trip between 
this city and Santa Ana since the 
flood. According to Frank Spratlin, 
who drove the car, it will also be the 
only car to have made the perilous 
trip for a week to come. Spattered 
with mud, with the fenders torn from 
their fastenings, the sturdy car and its 
intrepid crew made the round trip 


yesterday morning. : 
With the aid of a resident of the 
storm-devastated district, who is ac- 


quainted with the former bed of the 
river and who knew the whereabouts 
of a possible crossing, the car entered 
the torrent. Two men went ahead 
to feel the road. At times the un- 
dertaking seemed too much for the 
car. The water swirled ut the 
feet of the occupants. They were in 
constant fear of slipping from the 
hard sand into beds of quicksand. 

The spot where the crossing was 
made is a mile or more from the main 

A short cut was made across 
fields of mud and water, which 
threatened to stall the car at every 
turn of the wheels. 

James W. Berry, who superintended 
the delivery of the papers, turned in 
some new subscriptions from people 
who had been marooned for over a 
week and who could only be reached 
by the efficient service of the circula- 
tion department of The Times.

fanizations by the Automobile Club of 
Southern California that probably not 
more than $20,000 will be needed to 
repair all damage done to the main 
highways here, the majority of the ex- 
pense outside of this being confined 
enly to the building of new bridges 
and culverts. 

But travel will not cease in any 
part of Southern California, and all 
Main roads will be opened by Feb- 
ruary 17. Temporary bridge struc- 
tures will be erected, and motorists 
will not be in any way inconvenienced. 

San Diego county, according to 
County Surveyor Fred Drumm, re- 
ports that none of its paved highways 
was seriously damaged by the storms, 
but a number of important bridges 
have been lost. There; the mountain 
roads suffered some damage as a re- 
sult of the heaviest rains known in 
the history of the county. 

Work is being rushed to complete 
temporary bridge structures on the 


most important thoroughfares. Early 
in the present month all main roads 


will. be open for travel. With the 
possible exception of two of the larg- 
est bridges, Mr. Drumm states, all will 
be replaced and routes of travel 
throughout the county will be in nor- 
mal condition before February has 
passed. 

Although immense in area, San Ber- 
nardino county, through R. H. Mack, 
secretary of ite highway commission. 
reports that the 150 miles of highway 
there is now open to travel through- 
out, and suffered practically no dam- 
age from the storms. Including the 
desert section, all of the main high- 
ways of the county will be in condition 
for travel before or on February 10, 
Temporary repairs have been made on 
such bridges or culverts as were dam- 
aged, permitting uninterrupted travel. 

NORTHERN ROUTES O.K. 

To the north. in Kern county, none 
of the main highways, mountain or 
valley, were damaged in the recent 
storms, states C. E. Getchell, secre- 
tary of the highway commission.

The tactics resorted to by the op- 
ponents of the Bunker Hill open cut 
on the eve of the City Council's offi- 
Clal action on that project have 
aroused a storm of protest upon the 
part of prominent men and civic 
bodies working for the creation of this 
vitally-needed traffic outlet.

“GRATUITOUS MISINFORMATION,” 


City Counciiman Topham is one of 
those who has gone most carefully in- 
to the open-cut propostion. When 
the present Council innerited the un- 
completed open-cut proceedings from 
the former city fathers it fell to the 
lot of Mr. Topham, as chairman of 
the Public Works Committee, to push 
the hill opening plan on to the point 
where the ordinance of intention could 
be voted on. Councilman Topham 
was one of the first to take exception 
to the latest literary effort of the anti- 
open-cut interests.

ORDING the flooded Santa Ana 

River yesterday with the water 

above the running-boards, guided 
by men waist deep in water and run- 
ning the risk at every moment of be- 
ing caught in the swirling torrent or 
dropping into a bed of quicksand, The 
Times delivery car was the first ma- 
chine to negotiate the trip between 
this city and Santa Ana since the 
flood. According to Frank Spratlin, 


who drove the car, it will also be the 
only car to have made the perilous 
trip for a week to come. Spattered 
with mud, with the fenders torn from 
their fastenings, the sturdy car and its 
intrepid crew made the round trip 
yesterday morning. 

With the aid of a resident of the 
storm-devastated district, who is ac- 


quainted with the former bed, of the 
river and who knew the whereabouts 
of a possible crossing, the car entered 
the torrent. Two men went ahead 
to feel the road. At times the un- 
dertaking seemed too much for the 
car. The water swirled about the 
feet of the occupants. They were in 
constant fear of slipping from the 
hard sand into beds of quicksand. 

The spot where the crossing was 
made is a mile or more from the main 
road. A short cut was made across 
fields of mud and water, which 
threatened to stall the car at every 
turn of the wheels. 

James W. Berry, who superintended 
the delivery of the papers, turned in 
some new subscriptions from people 
who had been marooned for over a 
week and who could only be reached 
by the efficient service of the circula- 
tion department of The Times.

canizations by the Automobile Club of 
Southern California that probably not 
more than $20,000 will be needed to 
repair all damage done to the main 
highways here, the majority of the ex- 
pense outside of this being confined 
only to the building of new bridges 
and culverts. 

But travel will not cease in any 
Part of Southern California, and all 
main roads will be opened by Feb- 
ruary 17. Temporary bridge struc- 
tures will be erected, and motorists 
will not be in any way inconvenienced. 

San Diego county, according to 
County Surveyor Fred Drumm, re- 
ports that none of ita paved highways 
was seriously damaged by the storms, 
but a number of important — 
have been lost. There, the mountain 
roads suffered some damage as a re- 
sult of the heaviest rains known in 
the history of the county. 

Work its being rushed to complete 
temporary bridge structures on the 
most important thoroughfares. Early 
in the present month all main roads 
will be open for travel. With the 
possible exception of two of the larg- 
est bridges, Mr. Drumm states, all will 
be replaced and routes of travel 
throughout the county will be in nor- 
mal condition before February has 
passed. 

Although immense in area, San Ber- 
nardino county, through R. H. Mack, 
secretary of its highway commission. 
reports that the 150 miles of highway 
there is now open to travel through- 
out, and suffered practically no dam- 
age from the storms. Including the 
desert section, all of the main high- 
ways of the county will be in condition 
for travel before or on February 10, 
Temporary repairs have been made on 
such bridges or culverts as were dam- 
aged, permitting uninterrupted travel. 

NORTHERN ROUTES O.K. 

To the worth. in Kern county, none 
of the main highways, mountain or 
valley, were damaged in the recent 
storms, states C. E. Getchell, secre- 
tary of the highway commission. 

“No bridges or culverts were washed 
out.” he wires, “and dirt roads in 
the lower places that were inundated 
are drying out ravnidly. Uninterrupted 
travel to and through all parts of the 
county will be possible during the 
present week.”

Pitted against Miss Johnson is Miss 
Ida K. Lindley, a recognized leader in 
the educational world, a pioneer in 
social service work. 

It was she who, with Mrs. Frank 
A. Gibson, organized the first work 
among the poor in what is now the 
foreign district. They organized the

Hign School and University of South- 
ern California, and was identified with 
Marlborough School for many years. 

Giving up her own school, St. Cath- 
erine’s, Miss Lindley is d ting a 
large part of her time to the immi- 
gration work, being chairman of the 
committee, which is composed of a 
large number of prominent people.

that you paid up promptly and in thinking 
of physical preparedness forgot all about 
the outrageous bill! Suppose that happened 
to you; what would you think in your calm- 
er moments when Mr. Tax Collector's ruse 
percolated into your consciousness? 

Well, whatever you would think of such 
a clever tax collector is just about what 


the nation ts going to think of President’ 


Willison after it discovers that much of this 
“preparedness” agitation on his part is a 
ruse to keép our minds off the exorbitant 
tax measures that Congress is ready to jam 
through to eéhabilitate the Democratic ad- 
ministration. 

Physical culture and national prepared- 
ness are beneficial—more, they are essential 
to the weil-being of individuals and of coun- 
tries. But tax collectors should not be al 
lowed to make capital out of either. Nor 
Presifent Wilson’ 

Look carefully into President Wilson's 
preparedness campaign which he unexpect- 
edly launched a few days ago. In the first 
place he begins and ends by telling the 
nation nothing more than Mr. Taft, Admirai 
Dewey and hundreds of less prominent men 
have told the United States, not only since 
the war in Europe, but even before. 

“No new situation,” President Wilson ex- 
plains from day to day. “has arisen requir- 
ing preparedness. But the nation should 
be prepared. it has been unprepared too 
long.” That is the gist of his argument, a 


| correct argument, a worthy argument. But 
President Wilson let the preparedness pa- 


rade march for months and years before he 
came out of the shadows and joined it. Now 
he has put himself at the head of the band. 

And while President Wilson has belatedly 
taken the place that thinking people have 
long wanted him to take, he is also taking 
advantage of a popular national sentiment 
to drag a red nerring across the path of 
Congress. * 

Why has President Wilson waited so long 
to urge upon the nation a programme that 
was no less imperative eighteen months 
ago than it is today? Why has he lurked 
in the background until national sentiment 
in favor of preparedness was aroused by 
the patience and eloquence of other men, 
and why does he now come forward as 
though none but himself had ever thought 
of the plan? Why—oh, why—has he waited 
until a few months before a national elec- 
tion, when the administration will be called 
upon to account for its four years’ steward- 
ship? 

Why? Because he would attract atten- 
tion from the wretched financial blunders 
of his administration. He would have the 
nation forget his sustained flasco in Mexico. 
He would have us fail to remember that he 
has failed to make England, in any one of 
numerous instances, recognize the rights of 
American ships and American merchants. 
He would have us drop from mind the fact 
that Germany has not yet disavowed the 
sinking of the Lusitania. In other words, 
President Wilson is playing politics. He 
is trying to shift the issue, to juggle the 

He is playing politics after the manner of 
the hypothetical tax collector. No man 
knows better than Fresident Wilson how 
futile and ineffectual have been al! of his 
policies. His tariff policy was nothing short 
of a crime. Deliberately he cut off the 
source of revenue which has not only fur- 
nished previous administrations with plenty 
ef money, but in addition protected Amer- 


fean workingmen and manufacturers. He 


has had to force upon the nation an income 
tax; also a war tax—a war tax upon a ne- 
tion at peace! And even the very plan 
which he has brought forward for prepared- 
ness is—like all other of his policies —im- 
practicable and untrustworthy. 

The United States will have prepared- 
ness. But it will not be under President 
Wilson's guidance or according to his plan. 
It will be a real, practical, efficient, fighting 
preparedness—a preparedness financed by 
the Federal government and not by the 
charitable employers throughout the coun- 
try. President Wilson’s plan for a continen- 
tal army is absurd. His plan for making em- 
ployers bear the brunt of the expense, while 
employees are being drilled, is ridiculous, 
offering onty a sheddy, reprehensible make- 
shift and pretense at preparedness. 

The truth is that between destroying the 
nation's chief source of revenue and making 
the largest pork-barrel appropriations in the 
nistory of the United States, the Demo- 
cratic administration is without funds—so 
much without funds, in fact, that even when 
the Democratic President urges prepared- 
ness, he urges employers to finance it. And 
kindly do not forget that these are the 
same employers whom President Wilson 
has hampered and harassed by the iniqul- 


tous Clayton bill, whom he has persecuted .

cused of maintaining a lobby to injure his 
prestige, whom he branded as criminals and 
subjected to criminal laws.

Under President Wilson’s plan recruits 
are to serve actively two months yearly for 
three years and be held on the reserve list 
for three more years. No man engaged in 
business, whether his own master or em- 
ployed by someone else, can afford to sign 
a contract for such uncompensated service, 
and parents of schoolboys 18 years of age 
or over could not afford to permit their sons 
to enter unless they, the parents, expected 
to support them until enlistment ceased. 

Lieut. Ruf writes: “In the proposed con- 
tinental army’ it is intended that 400,000 
men are to go to a ‘camp of instruction’ for 
three months each summer. What class of 
men can be spared from their business for 
that length of time during the busiest sea- 
son of the year? And what business house 
will really stand behind an organization that 
takes from one to twenty of these em- 
ployees when they are most needed?” 

One plan proposed for providing a con- 
tinental army is to take over the State 
militia to exclusive Federal control, after 
quintupling it in number by voluntary en- 
listment or by conscription. Pay the guards 
man a nominal sum, say $1 a week when 
not in service, and when in the field or in 
training camp give him full army pay. Make 
enlistment contracts binding and enforce 
penalties for absences or other shortcom- 
ings. 
It is the opinion of those familiar with our 
State militia systems thet an effective con- 
tinental army can best and most speedily 
be obtained by the general government “tak- 
ing over“ —80 to speak—the State militia. 
The officers and men will understand that 
they are recognized as a part of the mill- 
they 
will respond to the increased responsibility 
which they will feel, and the membership 
will be composed exclusively of those who 
expect to and will respond to any call for 
their service made by the President. 

The militia system of this country is iden- 
tical with that of the much-lauded system 
of Switzerland, except that in the latter 
country service is compulsory, while here 
it is voluntary. The Swiss army is admitted 
to be one of the most efficient in Europe 
and its efficiency is cited as the reason that 


country has been able to maintain its neu- 


trality. 

Switzerland is divided into cantons which 
are civil subdivisions corresponding to our 
States. Under the Swiss system each can- 
ton raises and trains its own force and se- 
lects the officers thereof. In Switzerland 
the several cantons furnish the uniforms 
and incidental expense of, maintenance and 
are reimbursed therefor by the general gov- 


ernment. Under the system proposed for 


this country the United States would pre- 
scribé the system of discipline and training 
and furnish the arms and ammunition. 

If the system pf turning the State militia 
into a national militia should be adopted it 
would be necessary, in order to obtain a 
continental army of 500,000, to quadruple 
or quintuple the number of men and officers. 
With the inducements to service in a Na- 
tional Guard offered by the United States 
it is probable that enough would volunteer 
from the reserves to make up the needed 
number. If not, they could speedily be ob- 
tained by conscription. |

some, who prove especially efficient, might 
have a longer course or might devote them- 
selves to some particular branch of the serv- 
ice.

CHARMING CHANSON RECITAL BY 


AUGETTE FORET.

The fertile field of French chanson 


"| has been searched with much success 


by the delightful artist, Augette 
Foret, who appeared Tuesday evening

Men Held on Mall Fraud Charges 
Alieged to Hare Secured Largo 
Sums from Members of tho 
Soldiers’ Homes.

Information in the hands of Post- 
office Inspector Narrew, having in 
charge the prosecution of the case 
against G. W. Cockley and Romolo 
Corti, who are wanted in Salt Lake 
on a charge of using the mails in a 
scheme to defraud in connection with 
the Idaho Bonanza Mining Company, 
is to the effect that many Grand Army 


veterans were victims of the pair. 

Like others engaged in such trans- 
actions, it is alleged that Cockley and 
Corti secured liste of old soldiers in 
the varfous homes throughout the 
country and circularized them in re- 
gard to investing in the stock of the 
Idaho concern. The veterans won- 
dered where their names and address- 
es were secured, but many of them 
invested in the stock, it is stated, 
notably at Fort Erie, Hampton, Va., 
and Dayton, O. It is believed that 
some of the veterans at the Sawtelle 
Home were victimized, but this has 
not been shown as yet. 

One of the favorite plans, it is as- 
serted, was to induce an old soldier 
to invest his pension money in the 
stock, and if he purchased 100 shares 
a certificate calling for 200 shares 
would be sent to the investor, but he 
was advised to hurry the payment for 
the 100 shares, for a 
rise” in the stock was about to ap- 
pear in the exchanges. 

On Tuesday next, when Cockley and 
Corti are to appear before United 
States Commissioner Hammack, ef- 
fort will be made to secure a reduc- 
tion of the bail, that has been fixed 
at $2000 in each case. When the pris-
